REGULATIONS OF PROCEDURE TO BE FOL¬ 
LOWED BY THE COMMISSION OF INOUIRY 
AS AMENDED UPTO JANUARY 21, 1985. 

The Commission hereby frames the following regu¬ 
lations in regard to the procedure , to be followed by 
the Commission :— 

1. The regulations are being Fained under the 
anthoritv of Sect'On 8 of the Commissions 
of Inquiry Act, 1932. 

2. Additional regulations mav be framed from 
time to time and the existing regulations may 
be deleted, modified or varied from time to 
time as may be deemed expedient. 
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3. The Hcadquaiteis of the Commission shall 
be Annexe to Vigyan Bhavan (Room Nos. 

^ 320 to 332 in Second Floor), Maulana Azad 
Road, New Delhi, 

The Office of the Commission shall function 
from 10.00 A.M. to 1.30 P.M. and 
2.00 P.M. to 5.00 P.M. On all days other 
than holidays observed by the Central 
Government. 

5. The Commission may caU for information 
on any subject by addressing communication 
to any person or authority. Such communi¬ 
cation may specify the points on which in¬ 
formation is sought and may embody inter¬ 
rogatories which may be required to be 
answered. The Commission may also desire 
such persons to send affidavits in support of 
the information or answers given in response 
thereto if the Commission considers it 
necessary or expedient. 

5A. The Commission may for the purpose of its 
fact-finding exeicise, interrogate any person 
with a view to collect information for the 
purpose of inquiring into all or any of the 
matters directly or indirectly pertaining to 
the subject-matter of the terms of reference. 

5B. (1) Any requisition calling for information 

or (2) requiring any person to answer any 
intcirogato.ies or "(3) anv summons under 
Rule 4(2) of the Commissions of Inquiry 
(Central) Rules, 1972 shall be signed by 
the Secretary or the Deputy Secretary of the 
Commission unless is is signed by the 
Commission himself. 


6- When evidence is recorded, the Commission, 
after the completion of the receding* of 
evidence would afford an opportunity of 
addressing arguments, but will restrict the 
duration of arguments to two horurs for each 
counsel. In case there a.e more parties and 
more than one counsel address their argu¬ 
ments for two hours each, the counsel repre¬ 
senting the opposing point of view will be 
affcfrded extra time to deal with the 
arguments, depending on the number of 
parties and number of advocates appearing. 

6A. The Commission will permit parties concern¬ 
ed to supplement the two-hoitr oral 
arguments by written arguments. 

7. The Commission may direct that the evidence 
recorded at the Inquiry and [or oral argu¬ 
ments urged at the hearing may be taped in 
a taperecordcr if it is considered so necessary 
Or expedient. 

8. In view of the sensitive nature of the subject- 
matter of the inquiry, the proceedings will 
be in camera unless the Commission directs 
otherwise. 

9. These regulations will come into force 
forthwith.
